EVIDENCE 
AGAINST LUETGERT. 


False Tootli, Suppnged'to be His Wife's, 


Found In the Tat. 


Chicago, May 21.—One of tbe most im- 


portant discoveries in tbe Luetgert wife 
murder case has been made in tbe base- 
ment of tbe sausage factory where tbe 
crime is believed to have taken place. 
Under tbe vat in which Mrs. Luetgert'e 
body was supposed to have been eaten up 
by acids, was found a false tootb, which 
it is declared was that of the missing wo- 
man. The dentist who fitted it to her 
mouth was found late last night and he is 
expected to identify it. In addition the 
police discovered in the vat some more 
hair which two expert chemists submit- 
ted to a microscopical test and tjund it to 
belong to a human being. 


There Is no doubt in the minds of those 


to whom tbe bones' and contents of the 
deadly vat have been submitted that they 
are tbe remains of a human being, and 
tbe coroner has been notified that there Is 
sufficient basis for holding a coroner's in- 
quest. Tbe report of the chemist who 
analyzed the contents left In the fatal vat 
shows a solution of an alkali sufficiently 
strong and of such a character as would 
probably disintegrate tbe ordinary tissue 
of a human body in a few hours, provid- 
ing it was accompanied by agitation, and 
possibly an Increased temperature.

MAN SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


He Falls Dead Behind the Fort Dearborn 


Massacre Monument. 


Chicago, May 20.—An unidentified mjn 


committed suicide yesterday afternoon 
beside tbe Fort Dearborn maiaacfa monu- 
ment, which adjoins George M. Pull- 
mar j residence at Eighteenth street and 
Co'umet avenue.

Washington, May 31.—A consular re- 


port from Cuba received yesterday tells of 
a new order of concentration.

applies to about one-thi.d of the Province 
of Santa Clara.

as maintained a Spanish garrison. 
This 


permitted tbe farming population to gath- 
er in bodies of from 500 to 1000. By this 
distribution in small bodies the reconoen- 
trades were able to find some subsistence. 
The smaller concentration has been at- 
tended with less hardship than the larger. 
The new order just made by the Spanish 
authorities abolishes the concentration of 
camps on the sugar estates. It directs 
that tbe only points of concentration in 
tbe district shall be the cities having mu- 
nicipal organizations. In this district 
there are but three "municipals," as they 
are oalled. 
To these three points tbe en- 


tire farming population will now be 
driven. The report from tho consul says:

Sugar Beet Culture. 


Tbe experiment station connected with 


tbe University of. Illinois has famished 
sugar beet seed to something over 400 
farmers In tbe state to carry on experi- 
ments In growing the sugar beet this 
year. Director Davenport of the experi- 
ment station, says tbe seed has been dla 
trlbnted In nearly every county In the 
state, bat more thickly In tbe counties 
bordering on the Illinois and Kankakee 
rivers, and he baa no doabt that a wide 
area of soil will be found on which tbe 
sugar beet can be profitably grown. Tbe 
purpose Is to gather In tbe product at the 
university and subject tbe beets to analy- 
sts, In order to determine their saccharine 
value and thns to determine where the 
sells are that will produce beet with suc- 
cess. 
Prof. Davenport says: "In tbe 


present state of agriculture I expect to see 
sugar making from beets make rapid 
strides 
It Is nonsense to think of Im- 


porting sugar annually to tbe value of all 
our grain exports, when we could produce 
tbe sugar ourselves and reduce oar cereal 
surplus."

Ladies' Ijc Leather Belts for ....... lOc 
Ladies' ISc Belts, in all the newest 


shades, red, green, tan, black, for 25c 


When a Boy He Helped HI* Father 


at the Tavern-He Come* ot Stal- 


wart Republican Stoclt-A 


Native of Maine. 


To the student of current politics 


there is perhaps ]ust now no personal- 
ity more interesting than, that of Frank 
6. Black, governor of the state of New 
York. There are those who assume to 
be able to sum up correctly his political 
virtues and vices, and to tell us just 
how much of his rather remarkable suc- 
cess to date has been due to luck. 


By these critics Mr. Black is classed 


among the accidents of politics, but 
the truth is they know very little of the 
man, and by the very flippancy of their 
judgment do him injustice. 


Men who were acquainted with Gov. 


Slack in his youthful days, and who 
have been more or less familiar with his 
struggles in life, unhesitatingly place 
•to his credit the possession of marked 
ability, and recall that he has always 
been noted for both industry and per- 
Beverance. 


He was born in Limington, a small 


and typical farming town in York 
county, Me. Jacob Black, his father, 
says the New York Herald, was a small 
iarmer, almost severe in his honesty 
and very firm in his family discipline. 
The mother of Gov. Black, Charlotte 
B .Black, is described as an intelligent 
and tactful woman. 


A former preceptor of the governor's 


remembers him as "a wide-awake, 
active, thoughtful boy." Like all boys, 
'"he was fond of sports, but there was 
nothing mean or deceitful in his make- 
up; at play he was always fair and 
above board, and so he was in all his 
dealings with his fellows. He was fond 
of reading, and was always thorough in 
ihis school work." 


Another teacher, of nearly 30 years 


ago, remembers young Black chiefly be- 
cause of "his diligence and application 
to his studies." 


"Whatever the task may have been," 


he says. "Frank Black applied himself

to it with a fixity of purpose and stuck 
to it with a degree of perseverance 
which are certain to bring success to 
any boy in the long run." 


Young Black received his first school- 


ing in Limington, and later continued 
his studies at the grammar and high 
school in Alfred, the shire town of the 
county. He was a lad of 12 years when 
Uis parents removed from Limington 
to Alfred, an event made necessary by 
his father's acceptance of an appoint- 
ment to be deputy sheriff in charge of 
the county jail. 


The senior Black held this position 


about four years, the son meanwhile 
assisting him in many ways. 


In 1871 the young man entered Dart- 


month college, from which institution 
he was graduated in 187.1. To a consid- 
erable extent he paid his own way 
through the academic course by teach- 
ing school between terms, and it may 
be said to his credit that, after the 
death of his father he earned enough 
money to cancel a debt which had ac- 
cumulated upon his father's estate. 


While Jacob Blnck was deputy bheriff 


and jailor he kept one of the principal 
taverns in Alfred, typical of the time 
and locality. It was then, and is now, 
called the County house, and presents 
to-day much the same appearance it 
did 30 years ago, when the present gov- 
ernor of New York helped to do the 
chores and contributed not a little to 
the popularity of the hostelry. 


Political feeling ran high in "Old 


York" in those days, and Alfred, as 
the shire town and seat of justice, was a 
center of political activity and intrigue. 
Jacob Black, a sturdy republican, and 
Col. Berry, a very zealous democrat, 
kept rival taverns. 


During court time nearly all of the 


republican lawyers, jurors and wit- 
nesses who came to Alfred "put up" at 
Black's tavern, and those of the dem- 
ocratic persuasion at Berr.y's. It was a 
common sight on the opening day of 
the spring or fall term of the court to 
see from 50 to 100 vehicles in the yard 
and along the stretches of greensward 
in front of the two village taverns. 


Mr. Black resided in Alfred until the 


end of his fourth term, when he pur- 
chased a fine farm in Lebanon, another 
York town, and removed to it. He sub- 
sequently sold this place t.-> Ole Bull, 
the famous Norwegian violinist, and 
ng-ain removed, this time to Limerick, 
a nearby town, where, in 1881, he died. 


AN ORDINANCE 


To Establish the Office of City Elec- 


trician; to Regulate and Define the 
Duties of such Office, and to Estab- 
lish Rules and Regulations Concern- 
ing Electrical Wiring and Appliances. 


He it ordained by the City Council of 


the City of Decatur, Illinois: 
Section 1. Tbe city electrician for the 


city of Decatur shall have general super- 
vision over and he is hereby authorized, 
empowered anrt directed to regulate and 
determine the placing, stringing and at- 
taching of, all telegraph, telephone or 
electric light and power or other wires in 
said city so as to prevent fires or accident 
or injury to person or property and to 
causa all snob wires and alt electrical ap- 
pliances to be so placed, constructed and 
guarded as not to cause fires or accidents 
or endanger life or property; and when- 
ever in the judgment of said city electri- 
cian any electrical wire shall be defective, 
by reason of improper or insufficient in- 
sulation, or for any other cause, tbe said 
nltv electrician shall at once nctlfy the 
owner thereof oi such deftot, and order 
him to repair or remove the game; and 
upon the owner's failure or refusal so to 
do within a reasonable time, the sa'd city 
eleotrinlan shall cause the repair or re- 
moval of the same; and tbe expense there- 
of may be recovered by the city in an ac- 
tion against the parson, firm or company 
owning snch wlrts. 
Sec, 2. The said city electrician or any 


other competent person delegated by him 
shall make a thorough inspection of all 
electrical wires and appliances within the 
city of Deoatnr at least once in each year 
and where wires or appliances are in a 
dangerous or unsafe condition he shall 
notify the person, firm or company own- 
Ing, using or operating them, to place 
them In a sate and secure condition. Any 
person, firm or company failing or refus- 
ing to make tbe necessary repairs or 
changes and have such work completed 
within thirty (30) days after the receipt 
of said notice, shall be subject to a penal- 
ty of five dollars for each and every day 
which shall tlapse until said wires or ap- 
pliances are recalled, removed or changed 
as directed by said city electrician. 


Sec. 3. It shall be tbe duty ot the city 


electrician to so direct the placing, string 
Ing and attaching of wires upon poles 
erected in the streets and alleys of said 
city that the same shall cause as little 
obstruction either to, travel In the streets 
or to the use and enjoyment of private 
property as possible, and to fecure the 
joint use of poles wherever practicable. 


Seo. 4, The said city electrician or per 


son delegated by him, shall have tbe right 
during reasonable hours to enter 
any 


building in the dlsohcrge of his official 
duties, or for tbe purpose of making auy 
tefts of tbe electrical wiring <>r appliances 
therein contained, and shall have the 
power to cause the removal of all wires, 
or the turning off of all electrical cur- 
rents where tbe circuits Interfere with tbe 
work of the fire department. 


Seo. 5. No alteration or change shall 


be made in the wiring of any building 
nor shall any building be wired for the 
placing of eleolrlc lights, motors, or heat- 
ing devices without a due notification of 
the city electrician, and subjecting the 
same to an inspection by him, nor shall 
any change be made in auy electrical 
equipment after such inspection without 
again notifying said city electrician and 
subjecting the same to re-inspection. All 
wiring to be bidden from view shall be 
inspected bofo-e concealment, and the 
person, firm or company doing snch work 
shall notify the city electrician, giving 
him ample time to make such inspection. 
Upon toe completion of tha wiring of any 
building, it shall be the duty of the per- 
son, firm or company doing the same to 
notify the said city electrician who shall 
at once Inspect the same, anrt if approved 
by him, shall issue a certificate of satis- 
factory Inspection, which shall contain 
the date of such inopection, and an out- 
line] of tbe result of snob examination, 
but no such certificate shall be Issued un- 
less tbe electric light, power or beating 
insulation and all apparatus, wires, etc., 
connected with It shall be In strict con- 
formity with the rules and regulations 
hereinafter set forth; nor shall current be 
turned on such insulation until sal'', 
certificate be issued. 


Seo. 6. All electrical construction, all 


material and all appliances used in con- 
nection with eleotrlaal work, ind the 
operation of all electrical apparatus, shall 
be in conformity with tbe rules and 
regulations set down ID what is known as 
the "National Code of Electrical Rnles 
for the Installation of Wiring and Ap- 
paratus for Electric Light and Power," 
as the same are now generally established, 
nnd the said rules and regulations art) 
hereby adopted and approved.

ganlzation of the churob. The exercise 
will be of special Interest.
